Cure for Maline Creek 
The overwhelmingly favorable vote for the 
Maline Creek bond issue has set in motion the 
machinery for curing the most .serious public 
health problem in St. Louis county. In a year 
the $1,700,000 trunk sewer that will do this job 
should be completed, and that will be a gain 
for the whole metropolitan community. 

The Maline Creek problem still might not 
have reached the stage where a solution was in 
sight if the people two years ago had not created 
the Metropolitan Sewer District The Metro- 
politan District embraces all of St. Louis and 
most of St. Louis county. This permits it to 
tackle sewage problems on a watershed basis and 
enables it to hurdle political boundaries 

In the Maline area the metropolitan agency 
created a subdistrict that includes all. or parts 


of 17 north St. Louis county municipalities. This ‘ 


permits them to act as a unit, to work to solve 
their common problem. Similar subdistricts have 
been set up to tackle similar difficulties in other 
county watersheds. Before long the St. Louis 
area's sewer problems will have been brought 
completely under control.

Monopoly in transportation is now 
largely a thing of the past. Except for 
those communities that have grown up 
since railroad construction has prac- 
tically ceased, there is scarcely an in- 
stance of one that does not have both 
rail and highway service. 

There are few that are not reached 
by several truck lines. Many are served 
also by water and air and some by 
pipeline. 

This multiplicity of facilities has in- 
creased competition and has made the 
exaction of exorbitant charges a rarity. 

The situation has, however, created 
its own problems. An abundance of 
transportation carries with it instances 
of unused capacits 

Transportation companies are in busi- 
ness to make money and this is not 
done with idle facilities. The natural 
results, therefore, are intensive rivalry 
for the business that is available, and a 
buvers’ market. 

Zeal for traffic sometimes 
carriers to go to extremes by 
uneconomical service and establishing 
rates that are not compensatory. Such 
action causes retaliation, and rate wars 
ensue. 

Instances are not uncommon where 
in the absence of regulatory restraints 
charges on given movements have rep- 
resented only a small portion of the 
costs of rendering the services.

Healthy Competition Needed 


Some shippers encourage such situa- 
tions. Without regard to economic con- 
sequences they take satisfaction in what 
thev regard as beneficially low rates. 
These assumed benefits are frequently 
illusory and nearly always transitory. 

Only the all-embracing power of the 
State can impose restraints and provide 
such conditions as are necessary to 
assure healthy competition and to guard 
against that which is destructive 

Prominent among matters of current

Small Share of Present Trattic 


The report has brought into focus 
the important and vexing problem of 


inter-carrier competition, of which we 


have been aware for some time. I re- 
cently referred to this problem and 
pointed out that, in order to avoid 


wasteful economic strife in. transporta- 
tion, it is essential that an: attempt be 
made to develop a more co-ordinated 
system of carriage. 

It is extremely difficult for our pub- 
lic transportation systems properly to 
discharge their functions while enjoying 
such a small portion of the available 
traffic. 

It is estimated that about a third of 
the nation’s domestic commerce is be- 
ing transported by carriers who are not 
subject to the commission's economic 
regulations Probably half of this 
amount is being transported in private 
equipment. 

We cannot expect common carriers 
to provide adequate service at low rates 
if they are left primarily with that 
which no one else wants. It might be 
said that it is likewise difficult for 
regulatory bodies to discharge their 
duties under such conditions. 

We all agree with the pressing need 
for a strong and healthy puplic trans-

This is as it should be 
If public carriers cannot at least equal 
what shippers can provide for them- 
selves they must expect to forego the 
traffic. 

3ut the reason for the great diversion 
from common to private carriage is not 
found in variations in efficiency. It is

we impose on regulated and not on un- 
regulated» carriers. 

For example, there is a substantial 
difference in taxes. This difference 
represents an amount which many car- 
riers would be delighted to have as a 
profit. The 3 per cent excise tax causes 
an unequal competitive situation and 
no longer serves the purpose for which 
it was in large measure enacted. 

Like its counterpart, the 10 per cent 
tax on passenger transportation, it was 
established in large measure to dis- 
courage civilian demands upon trans- 
portation companies during World War 
Ii. Today we need no such discourage- 
ment 

The Cabinet committee's report could 
well have ‘gone further and recom 
mended the abolition of this tax. 

Under the guise of buy-and-sell opera 
tions so-called private carriers obtain 
merchandise and transport it to “cus 
tomers at a delivered price. The price 
ts composed of the cost of the product 
plus an additional charge which is gen- 
erally less tham the cost of transporta- 
tion by for-hire carriers. 


Clarification Called For 


These so-called private carriers do 


not perform any service from which 
they could gain a profit, except the 
service of transportation. As a rule. 


they do not maintain merchandising fa- 
cilities, nor even own or purchase any 
of these products except for immediate 
transportation and delivery to a cus- 
tomer who has already placed his order 


(Chere have been serious doubts 
whether such carriers can be consid- 
ered bona fide private carriers. A 


somewhat analogous situation arises in 
connection with the practice of owner- 
Operators who supply equipment to 
shippers and perform transportation for 
the latter under a so-called leasing ar- 
rangement. 

The committee’s recommendations 
for a redefinition of private and con- 
tract Carriage, as well as of certain ‘ac- 
tivities of shipper associations, seem 
to be timely and laudable. A clarifica- 
tion of the special spheres of activity 
of each would be quite helpful.

He Takes Religion to Hospital Wards 


The Rev. Dr. Russell L. Dicks Tells How Pain Almost ‘Shipwrecked’ His Faith 


By Mary Kimbrough 
ECAUSE his own faith was 
once ‘“‘shipwrecked” in suf- 
fering, the Rev. Dr. Russell 
L. Dicks has created a pastoral 
career that takes religion into 
hospital wards and into the 
haunted lives of alcoholics and 
the unhappily-married. 

Fighting back from his own 
battle with fear and acute pain 
that followed an elbow opera- 
tion and almost cost him his 
religious convictions, Dr. Dicks 
has become one of the out- 
standing Methodist ministers of 
the country. But his work has 
taken him far afield of the pul- 
pit. 

“The physician and the pastor 
must work hand in hand,” he 
said. “Today’s we'e taffed hos- 
pital has its chap%in. Yester- 
day’s sharp division between the 
doctor’s role of saving bodies 
and the minister's role of saving 
souls has become unrealistic in 
our present time.” 

The Oklahoma-born minister, 
now protessor of pastoral care 
in the Duke University. Divinity 
School and chaplain to Duke 
Hospital, was in St. Louis this 
week to address the annua! con- 
ventions of the American Prot- 
estant Hospital Association and

IS desire to be a minister

Hints on Keeping 
Your Home Safe

OCAL events during the 
past week have been direct- 
ed toward making St. Louis- 

ans “home conscious.” To all 
of us our home is our castle— 
we think of it in terms of com- 
fort and safety. Actually, how- 
ever, too many homes are not 
safe. An appalling number of 
fatal or disabling accidents, as 
well as minor cuts, scratches, 
burn’ and bruises, occur in the 
home every year. 

Last year in St. Louis acci- 
dents in the home resulted in 
216 deaths. Falls are the most 
common cause of home accident 
fatalities, comprising 50 per 
cent of the total in 1955. Fatal 
home accidents occur most fre- 
quently in persons over age 65, 
and in young children under 
five. We have no way of esti- 
mating the exact number of 
non-fatal home injuries but, 
based on national estimates, it 
can be assumed that for every 
accidental death there occurs 
approximately 150 injuries. 

You can keep accidents out 
of your home simply by organ- 
izing against accidents. An or- 
derly home — good housekeep- 
ing if vou prefer—is a safe 
home. Maintain safe conditions 
by making repairs before some- 
thing happens. Keep accident 
hazards away from children. 
Develop safe habits within your 
family group—the proper way 
of doing things is always the 
safe way. Here are a few dan- 
ger signals to look for in and 
around your home: 

Outside. No porch light; 
steps in need of repair: tools 
left lying on ground, sprays and 
insecticides left for children to 
find. 

Hall and Living Room. No 
handrail on stairs; carpets in 
need of repair; unanchored 
throw rugs and highly waxed 
floors: no fire screen: trailing 
extension cords: loaded fire- 
arms, lighters and matches in 
reach of children. 

Kitchen. Curtains 
reach of open fire; curled up 
linoleum: spilled water or 
grease on floor; electric appli- 
ances near sink.
